6d., as repre- 
senting the actual expenses for the six months, as nearly as they can possibly 
be ascertained. 

7d., which represents our expenses beyond what we have received for 
sales of gold remitted. Then, gentiemen, we take the liabilities; they require 
no comment, I think, Then, in the assets on the other side you will see we 
have plenty of money to go on with for a time. Tie item value of new ma- 
chinery, 33032.

That is 
all, gentlemen, that I have to say with regard to the accounts; and now, if 
you will kindly turn with me to the report, I think you will see that its key- 
note, if I may so say,is in the last sentence of the first. paragraph, which 
shows that the directors continue to look to an early dividend-paying result. 
1 think that is the key note of what we have to say to you, and if you read 
through the other paragraphs and also the two items of information subse- 
quently received and circulated, you will see that we have a fair warrant for 
this statement. Well, gentlemen, there are no insurmountable obstacles be- 
fore us, ani the only incidental check that we have had at the mines was in 
one shaft where the water temporarily overpowered our pumping apparatus.

Weil, 87 is not 
very warm; I was seven years in a climate, when in the summer time 
the thermometer was at 1.4, and even that failed to turn my hair white 
and I do not think it is so much the heat, or anything of the kind which is in- 
jurious, so much as injudicious living and exposure, and all the people we em- 
ploy have the opportunity of enjoying the one and avoiding the other, and 
there is nothing whatever in this to seriously d image a sound English constitu- 
tion provided proper precautions are exercised, and as far as this company is 
concerned every necessity and comfort is provided for all Europeans, and none 
need go away from the manager's house either to eat orto drink, I make these 
remarks, feeling that the West Coast of Africa will be a very large field for 
enterprise, and that young men seeking employment in mining work should 
rather be drawn to it than have to be drawn, as we have to do now. We have 
a difficulty evenin getting miners to go out and young engineers, and I think 
it should not be so, and that they should know more about the climate. I may 
say that our manager has been some years there—three years—and has never 
been ill.

Re MARKS.—This week our markets have been again dull, and the 
tendency of prices has continued against sellers. Owing to the 
great slackness in regular trade, to the almost entire absence of any 
vitality in the bona fide demand, and the apparently little prospect 
of any speedy recovery, the favourable features which surround our 
markets are not allowed to make themselves prominent, nor to attract more 
than the passing attention of operators, because they are more than outw eighed 
and outnumbered by features of an adverse character, and which tend to de- 
stroy confidence in the stability of the markets. Nevertheless, they exist, in- 
fluencing the markets, it may be, unly toa very small extent, but yet prevent- 
ing prices from falling away as rapidly as they otherwise would, and creating 
temporarily some bope in the minds of holders that the retrogressive tendency 
may), atall events, foratime be checked. It may, therefore, be well to briefly 
refer to some of these features, perhaps amongst the greatest of which figures 
the large reduction in the number of failures gazetted for England and Wales 
last week, compnred with the corresponding time of last year. This is a point 
specially satisfactory just now, when some reported financial difficulties of cer- 
tain houses have rather tended to unnerve opera! ors and traders generaliy, Other 
events which might in ordinary times be expected to give some simulus to the 
demand are the easiness in money and also the compurative quietude in politi- 
cal affuiis; the satisfactory revenue returns for the first quarter of the current 
year, and the prevalence of bright and cheerful weather improving the agri- 
cultural prospects; but these affairs are not suflicient just now to give support 
to prices, because against them the metal trade is decidedly bad, we do not say 
without exception, for in isolated cases a fair amount of briskness is reported ; 
but yet, teken all round, it is in a state of semi-stagnation, complaints are 
almost unanimous of next to nothing duing ; manufacturers urgently solicit and 
keenly oompete for all possible orders, they make convessions ; sometimes heavy, 
rather thin allow business to pass them. Buyers bold aloof, and the com- 
parative y few enquiries that come to hand seem to indicate that private stocks 
on not as yet be nearly exhausted. 

Tiis b ing the state of regular trade it is not surprising that speculative busi- 
m8: should also be insotive, and prices for the raw material, as well as of manu- 
facture t, be allowed to dwindle duwn, 
sion«lly retarded, but seemingly only for a time, holders failing to maintain 
their prices. The sluggishness in trade is so palpable that it is hardly necessory 
to bring forth any evidence in proof thereof, for that manifest quietude pre- 
vails has now become an almost established fact ; at the same time the statistics 
for March for the various metals, and to which we refer more fully under 
their several headings, give some insight into what was doing last month, 
mostly showing increased stocks, poor deliverivs, and supplies in excess. These 
are weighty matters for holders to have to fight against, and when they are 
borne in mind, the reduced value of certain metals is easily explained, and until 
their removal—that is to say, in other words, until trade shows some sub 
stantial revival, no lasting recovery can well be anticipated in prices, and 
holiers may congratulate themselves if they can even prevent prices from re- 
ceding to any further extent, for, compared to what have been generally ruling 
pan greater part of the few previous years, prices now are very fair for most 

metals. 

CopPER.—Throughout the whole of the past week this market has 
remained extremely dull, and owing to a combination of several un- 
favourable features prices for Chili bars have continued to recede, 
and other descriptions have also been more or less reduced in value.

MINE VENTILATION INDICATORS. 


The ventilation of a mine is unquestionably the most important 
part of the duties of the persons placed in charge of it. Yet, whilst 
it is well known that, by carrying out a certain system, almost any 
amount of fresh air can be forced throughout the underground work- 
ings so as to make them perfectly safe and even salubrivus, such is 
not always the case. Carelessness, neglect, and over-confidence fre- 
quently paralyse the efforts of the best of managers, and has pro- 
bably led to many disasters, A person in charge of a mine cannot 
be always underground looking after the ventilation, and has, there- 
fore, to depend upon subordinates for the carrying out of the neces- 

sary work for securing the safety of life and property; but were 
| ere some means by which the ventilation in the mine could be 
| constantly recorded with clock-like accuracy on the surface it would 
| be a great relief to those in whose charge is placed the lives of work- 
men as well as valuable property. And this, it is gratifying to find, 
is now being carried out at several places, To show, however, how 
easily danger can be brought about by negligence, there is an ex- 
|ample recorded where owing to the furnace, which was the means of 
| ventilation, not being kept properly fired, the quantity of air going 
| through the workings was diminished one-fourth. There is no diffi- 
j culty in ascertaining the quantity of air passing through a mine by 
|means of the anemometer, Biram’s, Dickinson’s, or Combes’, by 
| which each revolution of the vanes corresponds to 1 ft. in the linear 
| motion of the air, and is registered on the dial plate. But in asing 
| these sensitive instraments to gauge the actual velocity of an air- 
|current certain additions require to be made for the friction of the 
bearings, so that each instrument has to be tested and regulated. 
The usual course has been to go into a mine, and at selected places 
make careful measurements of the air passing, and in returning to 
the surface enter the observations in the ventilation report book. 
But the ventilation may suddenly change, so that the record in the 
course of a short time may be of little or no use whatever. But 
attention has lately been called to some instruments which record 
the state of the ventilation of a mine the same as a clock shows the 
‘changes in the time. One of the best known instruments for the 
| purpose of registering the state of the ventilation of a mine is that 
known as Bailey’s automatic ventilation recorder, which does its 
| work with the greatest accuracy, and can be always relied upon. 
|The apparatus is in appearance similar to the old-fashioned eight- 
| day clocks, in a case of some height, and having a clock-dial with 
/the hour, minute, and second hands, the mechanism of the clock 
| driving a drum having on its face a paper diagram which is remov- 
able. The paper diagram is divided into columns for each day, and 
|these are sub-divided again into places for hours and half-hours, 
whilst the drum itself only makes one revolution a week. 

Below the clock there is a smaller dial, which goes up to 100 
millions, and below it; inside the case,there is a copper float in # 
syphon cistern, where the ventilation is obtained by means of 4 fan. 
| A small shaft in connection with the speed indicator is attached to 

the engine which drives the fan, and for every 1000 revolutions 
made by the engine, a pricker and hammer strike a place on the 
diagram, so that a record is thus obtained of the speed at which 
the engine has kept working. Then by simply counting the numbet 
of marks upon the diagram the number of revolutions made in any 
| specified time during the day or week is at once seen, whilst the 
total number will be shown on the counting dial below. The air pres 
sure variation is shown by means of a }-in. bore tube connected to 4 
cock or tap and attached tothe fan. This isso sarranged that accord 
ing to the pressure obtained in inches or tenths of an inch throog®

THE WEARDALE LEAD MINES. 


The stirring events reported in another column in connection with 
ihe old and famous lead mines of Weardale appear to foreshadow 
changes in the control and administration of that extensive and 
valuable district of exceptional interest. It is well known that the 
relations between the lessors, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, and 
Mr, W. B. Beaumont, M.P., the lessee, have for a considerable time 
been of a strained character, and connected as the Beaumont family 
have been for generations with these mines, it can hardly be won- 
dered at that they should feel a pang of regret in ceasing to control 
the destinies of a district so important, and which at one time ruled 
the lead market. The Commissioners appear to have conducted the 
correspondence with patience and courtesy, combined with business 
ability, and unless Mr. Beaumont has a reply which has not yet been 
made public, his tenancy is a thing of the past. No comment is 
needed on the manner in which the impending change in the manage- 
ment is regarded by the employees at Weardale. The proceedings of 
the recent mass meeting of miners speak for themselves. The men 
are doing all they can to strengthen the hands of the Commissioners, 
and are prepared to welcome the new tenants. In view of the his- 
torical importance of the Weardale Mines, whose annals go back 
centuries, it is imperative that the district should be worked vigor- 
ously, with the aid of all the best modern appliances, and under the 
guidance of the best practical skill that can be obtained. The Wear- 
dale brand is known all over the world, the Beaumont Mines produce 
a large proportion of all the lead raised in England, and there is no 
reason why these mines should not, under the new regime, compete 
successfully with Spain or any other country in the production of 
lead, and thus afford a muvh wider scope than hitherto for the skill 
and energy of English miners. 








THE EXPLOSION AT CLAY CROSS. 


Mr. ARNOLD Morury has sent in his report to the Home Office 
with respect toe the explosion which took place at Clay Cross in No- 
vember last, and it appears to be anything but a satisfactory docu- 
ment. No light whatever is thrown with respect to the probable 
cause of the catastrophe by which so many lives were lost. The con- 
clusions, indeed, such as they are, will not be generally accepted by 
engineers, or, indeed, by other persons who have any acquaint- 
ance whatever with the working of coal mines. Mr. MORLEY says 
—‘It was agreed on all hands that wherever the explosion com- 
menced there were no such premonitory signs as would have enabled 
the most perfect management to have averted the disaster.” It may 
be quite correct that there were no premonitory signs, but we 
do hold that good management would have led to such an amount 
of fresh air being being sent through the workings as would have 
prevented the gas from becoming explosive. It is now admitted that 
there is no difficulty in ventilating a mine to such an extent as to 


render the gases harmless, but to do this there must be a plentiful | 


supply of fresh air, and that naked lights shall not be taken into a 


mine where gas is known to be given off from the minerals, or from |

Mr. MORLEY lays considerable 
stress with regard to the using of lights in mines. He says it is a 


subject of great importance whether even in mines which have been | 


considered safe up to the present time and exceptionally free from 
danger naked lights should be any longer used. It is in connection 
with this question, he goes on to say, that in the absence of any con- 
docive results with reference to the origin and cause of the explo- 
sion is most to be regretted. Now, those who have any knowledge 
of the Silkstone and other seams of coal worked in the Midland field 
know that they all give off gas in more or less quantities, and such 
being the case the maximum of safety could only be obtained by the 
use of the most approved safety-lamps, but in allowing the men to 
work with naked lights was almost courting an explosion. In the 
West Riding of Yorkshire the Inspector has enforced, as far as he 
las been able, the use of the Stephenson lamp, and in scarcely any 
part of the district are open lights tolerated, and the result has been 
marked immunity from explosions for some years past, although the 
tines are the most fiery in the kingdom. Since the explosion, how- 
ever, safety-lamps have been adopted at Clay Cross, and they wili 
be found to be the most effectual safeguards against such disasters 
as took place in November last. But it certainly appears some- 
what singular that it requires a number of lives to be lost before the

PRACTICAL TIN DRESSING.—On the occasiun of starting the new 
wheel at Trebartha-Lemarne on Monday some interesting remarks 
on tin dressing were made by Capt. Skewis, 
was very important that mining enterprise should be well conducted 
and well financed. Of course a great deal of the success of mining 
depended on the way in which things were looked after, and if they 
were well managed, whether the point of profit was reached or not, 
the shareholders had the satisfaction of feeling that their capital 
was fairly spent. He had read with a great deal of interest the 
various views that had been expressed in reference to the requisite 
machinery for the proper cleaning of tin after it had passed through 
the stamps. A variety of opinions had been expressed as to whether 
stamping direct into drags or stamping direct into buddies was best, 
and as to which was the most effectual method for catching the tin 
and saving it from being washed away into the rivers, as was often 
the case in various parts of Devon and Cornwall. There was ro 
doubt that a great deal of tin escaped in some way or other from tle 
time that it passed through the stamps until it was taken out for the 
market. He had seen no reference made at any of the meetings as 
to the real cause of the escape. But as the result of careful obser- 
vation he had no difficulty in saying how a great deal of this escape 
arose. If stamped direct into drags the stuff was all returned and 
passed into buddles afterwards, The tin, when in buddles, was 
generally placed in the hands of small boys, with pe rhaps one man 
appointed at a small remuneration to superintend 30 or 40 buddles. 
Neither the man nor the boys had any particular interest in the value 
of the tin, and as the stuff was put in over the buddles there was no 
systematic principle acted upon with regard to the quantity of water 
or stuff that went in at the same time, and unless this was carefully 
attended to they were never likely to obtain a satisfactory result 
from the action of the buddles, It often happened that either more 
went into the buddle than the piece of machinery was capable of 
taking, or a less quantity than there should be. In cither instance 
the buddles were frequently allowed to run in series of grooves from 
head to tail, which allowed both the rough and fine tin to go back 
into the tail of the buddle, and, as a rule, it was afterwards washed 
away with the waste. Hence the great loss of tin so often spoken 
of in the country. It was questionable whether it was true economy 
after all (as many seemed to think) to engage stall boys and entrust 
the tir to thew after people had been paid to make it marketable. 
The chief cause of the great loss to which he had alluded was he 
contended, a want of better looking after the buddles and dressing 
machinery.
